SENTENCE COMMUTED TO 25 
YEARS IN PRISON. 


HIS MOTHER SAVED HIS NECK. 


Through Her Unceasing Efforts the 
Governor Was Moved to Spare 
Her Boy From ihe Gallows. 


When Sheriff Peter Kerth walked into 
Clayton Jail Tuesday morning fluttering a 
little yellow slip of paper John Schmidt, 
who was to die Wednesday for the murder 
of Artist Betram Atwater, threw up his 
hands and fell back in his chair overcome 
with joy. : 

He knew instinctively by the Sheriff's 
bearing that good news had come. 

Sheriff Kerth read the Governor's tele- 


gram aloud announcing that the sentence 

of death on John Schmidt had been com- 

muted to imprisonment for twenty-five 
years. 

The prisoners applauded and showered the 
lucky murderer’ with congratulations, 
Schmidt was too overcome to talk. ‘‘Mother 
did it all,’”’ he kept repeating over and over 
again, as the tears rolled down his cheeks. 

The Governor’s reason for doing s0 are 
fully set forth in the following letter to the 
Secretary of State: 

Executive Department, 
State of Missouri. 

To the Secretary of State: 

_- Sir: At the October term, 1896, of the Su- 
preme Court, one John Schmidt was con- 
victed of murder in the first degree (on 
an appeal from St. Louls County 
Court), and sentenced to be executed on 

. March 10, 1897. He was jointly indicted, 
with two others, for murdering one At- 
water, and both of his companions have 
been executed for the crime. 

The murder was not deliberate in the 
sense that it was not the intention of the 

arties to kill, but the killing occurred 

n the effort to rob. I am advised that 
John Schmidt was not the promoter of 
the scheme, but was persuaded to en- 
gage in ft by the two who have already 
suffered the death penalty. 

He was of an age to be easily alfured 
by more aggressive companions into a 
scheme of robbery, but he was not an 
active participant in the act of killing. 
He was wounded nearly fatally by the 
victim and has already suffered great 
physical punishment. While under the 
statutes of this State, having participat- 
ed in a scheme to rob which resulted in 
the death of the victim of the robberry, 
he is guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree, yet on account of his immature 

are the docility of his disposition and ~ 
hé want of foresight which would at- 
tend one of mature judgment, I am per- 
suaded that he did not intend to commit 
murder. 

In a general review of these considera- 
tions I am convinced that the ends of 
justice and the vindication of the law 
would be amply attained by commuta- 
tion of his sentence to imprisonment in 
the penitentiary. Accordingly, I hereby 
commute the sentence of said John 
Schmidt from death to imprisonment in 
the penitentiary for a term of twenty- 
five years, without behefit of three- 
fourths law. Issue accordingly.  Re- 
spectfully, LON V. STEPHENS.

A BATTLE IS STILL {IN PROGRESS 
NEAR CANEA. 


GREECE AND THE POWERS. 


Their Relations Not Yet Settled, and 
There May Be War iu

CANEA, March 9.—There was renewed 
fighting last evening between the Turkish 
troops and the Cretan insurgénts around the 
camp of the latter on the heights of Akro- 
turi, near here—the position which was 
bombarded by the Powers on February 21.

COURT OF APPEALS DECIDES THE 
A. 0. U. W. CASE. 


ZEPP INSURANCE WAS VALID. 


Court Approves a Number of Quaint 
Decisions From the County 
Circuits. 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals handed 
down thirty-two decisions Tuesday morning, 
most of them being appeals from outside 
the city. 


In the case of Emelia Zepp ainst the 
Grand Lodge of the Ancient Order of United 
Workmen the lower Court was sustained. 
Mrs. Emelia Zepp, widow of Philip H. Zepp, 
sued the Order of United Workmen for 
$2,000 death benefits, which was the amount 
of certificates issued to Philip H. Zepp. He 
had been a member in good standing, and 
was all paid up at the time of his death. 

The lodge refused to pay on the ground 
that Zepp was in the saluon business and 
nae Cateny violated one of the rules of the 

In his application for membership Zepp 
agreed thac should he afterwards become a 

oon-keeper or go into the saloon busi- 
ness his benefits would be invalidated. , 

The issue was made that Zepp’s applica- 
tion was a part of his insurance contract 
with the lodge. The lower court decided that 
it was not and granted a judgment in favor 
of his widow. An appeal was taken oy the 
A, O. U. W. and a stipulation made by both 
cohen that the questions to be decided 

“Does the application of Philip Zepp form 
& part of his contract with the defendant? 

Did the fact that Zepp engaged in the 
business of dram-shop-keeper forfeit 
his membership in the defendant order in 
the absence of any express provisions to 
that effect in the laws of the order?’’ 

The Court of Appeals eustains the lower 
court on both these points and decides that 
Mrs. Zepp is entitled to the money because 
Zepp's application and the promises made 
therein did not in any way form a part of 
the insurance contract and that there was 
no express provision in the laws and rules 
of the order which applied to his case. 

In the case of Mary A. Clark against 
Edward C. Hill, appealed from Lawrence 
County, the judgment of $500 for the plain- 
tif! was affirmed. Mrs. Clark sued Hil for 
damages for the loss of support, comfort 
and society of her husband, who was driven 
insane by threats of violence made by Hill. 
The testimony went to show that on one 
occasion Hill had offered to hang Clark 
until he was dead, which scared ark so 
that he barricaded himself in-his home. 
Later Hill threatened to get a mob to help 
him lynch Clark. All of this preyed so 
on Clark's mind that he lost his reason and 
had to be sent to am asylum, leaving his 
wife without means of support. She was 
awarded $600 camages in the Circuit Court, 
which the Court of Appeals says was done 
according to law. 

In the case of Geo. M. Proffer against 
Amos Miller and Leander Miller of Cape 
Surardesu County the lower court was af- 

rmed. 

Amos Miller and his son, Leander, had a 
mule. Proffer had one also. They traded 
mules, Proffer getting $25 to boot. 

When Proffer knew the Miller mule more 
intimately he decided to return him and 
the boot and get his own mule back. In- 
stead of being a 3-year-old, gentle, pleasant 
mule, he was a 65-year-old, vicious, kicking 

st, and unmanageable. 

The Millers refused to trade back mules, 
eo Proffer sued in a justice’s court and 
got a judgment. The case was tried anew 
in the Circuit Court and Proffer awarded 
$100. Then an appeal was taken. 

The Court of ppeals says the Millers did 
not.do right in selling that mule to Proffer 
for another mule, when they had known the 
beast so long and knew all his bad habits. 
The Proffer mule seems to have been well 
behaved and just what Proffer represented 
him to be, The lower court is affirmed. 

In the case of the two receivers of “the 
Green County Bank, the Court of Appeals 
takes occasion to censure the Judge of the 
Circuit Court and reverse his ruling in a 
most positive and emphatic manner.

REVELL’S RESOLUTION ADOPTED 
BY THE ILLINOIS HOUSE. 


STARTLING CHARGES MADE. 


Misappropriation of Funds, General 
Misconduct and Having a Paid 
Lobbyist at Springfield. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, March 9.—The 
House adopted Revell’s resolution for an 
investigation of the trustees of the Chi- 
cago Drainage Canal after a sensational 
debate. The resolution came before the 
House with a favorable recommendation 
from the Committee on Waterways and 
Drainage. It charges directly the misap- 
propriation of funds, skullduggery in the 
contracting department and general mis- 
conduct. 

Merriam opposed the resolution, stating 
that if tnere is the slightest grounds for 


these accusations, the aid of the Grand- 
jury should be invoked. 

Stoskopf, Buckner and others spoke in 
opposition to the resolution, holding that 
the trustees had come before the commit- 
tee with a statement of its condition, and 
gave full access to the books ‘and state- 
ments. 

Revell, in. support of his resolution, 
charged that the Drainage Board has on 
the floor of the House a paid lobbyist, 

“Who is he?’ asked Balley. 

“Lyman E. Cooley,’’ was the reply. 

Revell said that when the last Legislature 
passed-a bill allowing the Board to further 
tax the district for two years, it Was agreed 
that they would allow the raising of enough 
money to finish the work. Now they come 
again with no assurance that the work will 
ever be completed. Before that measure 
was passed the trustees spent thousands of 
dollars entertaining the members on a trip 
along the canal, and champagne bottles and 
turkey carcasses paved the way from Chi- 
cago to Joliet. Some of the men on that 
trip who became especially generous in 
appropriating away the people’s money are 
opposing this investigation to-day.

ILLINOIS CHILD LABOR. 

Several bills have already been intro- 
duced in the Tlinols Legislature for the 
amendment of the child labor law. 

The latest of these, just presented in 
the House by Representative McLaugh- 
lin, raiges the legal age from fourteen to 
sixteen years, except in cases where 
minors between the ages of fourteen and 
sixteen years have certificates showing 
they have passed the fifth grade in the 
public schools, 

There would seem to be wisdom in such 
@ measure. The primary object aimed at 
by al) child labor laws is to prevent the 
children of the poor from growing up 
without education, That, even more thant 
moral or sanitary considerations, is the 
excuse of the State for arbitrary interfer- 
ence with the natural relation existing 
between parent and child. 

The fifth grade in public school exam- 
ination is certainly low enough to ex- 
elude no child of the age named who has 
had the advantage of any schooling what. 
ever. The fourth grade might well be 
substituted with advantage to the State. 
And it might be advisable to make such 

a test applicable te all children within 
“the operation of the present law.

BREEDERS’ BILL. 


President Clark Says the Measure 
Would Put Missouri to the Front. 


Cc. F. Clark, President, and J. R. Rippey, 
Secretary of the State Horse Breeders’ As- 
sociation, were in St.. Louis Monday on their 
way to Jefferson City in the interests of the 


Horse’ Breeders’ bill now pending before the 
General Assembly. They spent the day at 
the Southern Hotel and were seén there by 
a reporter for the Post-Dispatch. Both gen- 
tlemen were confident the bill would not en- 
counter any formidable opposition if fully 
understood. The measure has already 
passed the House and is expected to pass 
the Senate. 

“Inder a decision of the Supréme Court 
recently rendered,’ said Mr, Clark, “the 
law of 1875 regulating pool-selling has been 
Geciared unconstitutional. As a result of 
this decision, numerous pool rooms have 
been opened in the cities, and are now bein 
conducted on trials of speed, tests o 
strength and other events transpiring any- 
where in christendom. If some law is not 
enacted placing these gambling devices un- 
der strict control it may be confidently ex- 


!pected that all turf events and trials of 


speed will speedily degenerate into a mere 
incident to disreputable gambiing hells. 
“The Horse Breedets of this State, as rep- 
resented by an association organized Jan. 
19, 1897, feel that there {is no reason why 
Missouri should not lead in the production 
of a high class of turf and business horses, 
but feel that night and winter racing on 
disreputable tracks, merely to satisfy the 
greed of the gambling element, will degrade 
their improved animals, discourage fancy 
breeding and ve fatal to the horse inter- 
ests of the State. The horse breeders ad-

Kelley is 23 years old, well dressed, 
and lives with his parents at Dolman and 
St. Vincent avenue. He was employed as 
a solicitor for the Casualty Fire Insurance 
Company in the Wainwright building. . His 
father, Andrew Kelley, is a well-known and 
prominent. citizen of the South End, and 
was at one time connected with the Wain- 
wright Brewery. 

Kelley admitted his guilt when arrested, 
and said that he was at a loss to account 
for the influences that promaces him to 
do as he did. He intimated to a reporter for 
the Post-Dispatch that he was hypnotized 
into doing as he did, but he was unable to 
eay who it was that had cast the spell over 

m. 

He said that he was an intimate friend of 
Arthur Brockman, the commission mer- 
chant, and also of his brother, Philip Brock- 
man, and that he has a brother who is 
bookkeeper for the Scudder-Gale Com, 
mission Co. He also said that he had been 
keeping company with Miss Nellie Prock- 
man, and was a welcome visitor at the 
Brockman house.

WHICH MILLER ESCAPED. 


Chestnai#t. The passing citizen.could see 
from his bare feet and his clothing that the 
fugitive was a hospital inmate, but he did 
not feel called upon to stop him. 

Instead, he went around to the hospital 
gate and, arousing Joe Schmerkel, the night 
gateman, informed him that some one had 
escaped. Then he went away without leav- 
ing his name and Schmerkel rushed in hot 
haste into the building to make an invest!- 
gation. 

The first place searched was the cells 
where the sick prisoners are kept, and it 
soon developed that Joseph Miller, who at- 
tempted to kill Daniel Markmann, foreman 
of the Medart Pulley Co., on Nov. 12, 1896, 
was the man who had escaped. 

He had been in the hospital several 
months, suffering with nephritis, but was 
convalescént. 

Miller’s escape was not due to any negli- 
gence of the hospital authorities, but to the 
character of the building in which they are 
expected, not only to care for the suffering 
poor, but also for the sick criminals. 

Supt. Sutter has been trying to have 
money appropriated-.to make the prisoners’ 
compartment safe, but the city has been 
too hard pressed in other ways to attend to 
his needs. Instead of having separate ceils, 
the prisoners are all confined in one large 
room on the third floor in the southwest 
corner, Just to the north of it is a little 
room fitted up for toilet purposes, to which 
all the prisoners have access. It has a 
barred window and an iron door, like any 
prison. 

In one corner of this room there are two 
large water pipes running through both 
ceiling and floor. They were put in last 
fall when the old convent building was be- 
ing adapted to hospital purposes. To do 
this it was necessary to cut a hole in the 
floor nearly two feet square,as the pipes are 
large ones. When the job was completed 
a false floor was laid around the pipes. 
The boards, however, did not fit close up to 
them. 

It was by reason of this that Miller made 
his escape. 

At 11:30 Monday night Watchman Winterer 
made his rounds of the cells and found ev- 
erything all right. As soon_as he was gone 
the other prisoners saw Miller slip into 
the toilet room. He had evidently been 
planning his escape for some time, as he 
went straight to the corner whert the wa- 
ter pipes were. 

Reaching down he slipped his fingers be- 
tween the pipes and the false floor and 
began ripping the bards up. Miller is a big, 
powerfu Pallow and the work of a moment 
sufficed for him to have a hole made big 
enough for passage. 

Climbing through ithe slid down to the 
second floor by means of the water pipes. 
Once there, there was little danger of dis- 
covery ag there is no distinguishing mark 
between their garments and those of the 
other inmates. 

No one remembers to have seen him. He 
landed in @ hall. In this. hall there is a 
window. ItAas no grating. A water spout 
runs by it to the ground. Miller is supposed 
to have clambe down this. It is a rather 
perilous trip, but he must have accom- 
plished it in safety. 

Once on the ground the rest was easy, 
for even the convent girls when the build- 
ing belonged to the Sisters of the Good 
Shepherd used to scale the outer walls. 
It was child’s play for Miller. He stacked 
up a few brick relics of the cyclone. Thus 
getting to a fair. elevation he dug his toes 
and finger nails in and hoisted himself into 
view of the Eighteenth street estrian. 

Dr. Sutter was informed of the escape 
and made an investigation, but could blame 
no one. The prisoners claim they did not

Why the bill is unpopular at the capital 
was explained Tuesday by a member of the 
city commitee. After the January meeting 
of business men and numerous representa- 
tives had been sent to lobby at Jefferson 
City, an early consideration of the measure 
seemed probable. The feature that ticu- 
larly pleased the solons was that all of the 
official commission of eleven members, to 
be appointed by the Governor, were to serve 
without compensation. t made many 
friends, because patriotic motives had in- 
spired it, and not a desire for individual 


gain. 

It is alleged -that 7 in February @ 
number of Gov. Stone’s State Commission 
appeared before ‘the Finance Committee 
and urged an amendment providing that the 
chairman of the official commission receivo 
a salary of $6, per annum until the body 
was discharged. This dealt the measure 
a blow from which it has so far been unable 
to recover, and it is extremely doubtful if 
it will get through. 

While all men anxious to see Missouri 
represented at Nashville are indignant at 
this member’s bold grab for a soft berth, 
they refuse to disclose his name, and are do- 
ing what they can to give St. Louis an in- 
dependent exhibit, 

Frank Gaiennie of the Exposition is one 
of the most active in this line. He has 
made a partial canvass of the large busi- 
ness concerns, and has received assurances 
from several big manufacturing concerns 
that they will have exhibits. 

“T think it will be a very sad thing,” said 
Mr. Gaiennie, “if the State fails to make 
an appropriation for representation there. 
It will be considered an absolute reflection 
on Missouri. We should be represented at 
Omaha next year, too. The importance of 
this is shown by the United States Gov- 
ernment .appropriating $150,000 for Nash- 
ville and $200,000 for Omaha (for na- 
tional displays. We have ample ma- 
terial in readiness for a most ‘creditable 
exhibit. From the World’s Fair we brought 
back the herbarium, fish and bird exhibits, 
which are now at the State University at 
Columbia, Mo., and the mineral exhibit that 
is all classified at the School of Mines and 
Mining at Raleigh. A small outlay would 
give this State the prominence in the cen- 
tennial it deserves. 

“T am doing what I can to induce in- 
dividual concerns to place exhibits, and 
T understand others on the City Committee 
are making a like effort. We cannot wait 
longer on the State appropriation; we must 
be up and’ doing from now on if we are 
to be there at all.”’
